Clarem ont stood alone among 
valley communities as the only city 
in which crime figures decreased 
during 1975. according to statistics 
released by police departments. 
The overall crim e rate dipped 
seven per cent in Claremont com­ 
pared to a rise of 20 per cent in On­ 
tario — the largest local increase. 
In between lay Chino, with a rise of 
only four per cent; Pomona, up 7 5 
per cent; La Verne, up 11.3 per cent;

in robberies. In Claremont, robbery 
was up 87 per cent with 30 holdups 
reported last year compared to 16 
the vear before. Upland showed an 
increase of 75 per cent Pomona’s 
armed robbery rate was up 43 3 per 
cent and strong-arm robbery rose 
13.7 per cent. 
Montclair alone reported staying 
even with 1974's robbery rate 
Montclair police reported 45 holdups 
for each year, 
figures showed that Pomona had 


259 armed robberies while Ontario 
had 146. Upland 43. Chino 37, Clare­ 
mont 30 and la Verne 19. There were 
149 strong-arm robbery incidents in 
Pomona by Dec 1 compared to 131 
for the same period the year before. 
FBI statistics released recently 
showed a national increase of 17.6 
per cent in crime last year in the 
United States. Its figures also 
revealed an increase of 15.1 per cent 
in robbery. 8 5 per cent in cases of 
aggravated assault. 7.8 per cent for 
forcible rape and 5 5 per cent for 
murder 
Nowhere among the figures for the 


seven major crimes — murder, rape, 
ro bbery,

munities in murders during 1975 with 
a total of 20 homicides being clas­ 
sified as such.

Claremont's decline in the percen­ 
tage increase in crime was due most­ 
ly to a drastic drop in the reports of 
grand theft At the end of 1973. 1.137 
cases had been reported.

Ford warns Soviets 
about Angola role 


ST. LOUIS. Mo. (AP* - President 
Ford called today for “ an immediate 
cease-fire’’ in Angola, an end to all 
obtside intervention and a govern­ 
ment of national unity to stop the 
civil war there 
He also warned the Soviet Union 
that if it continues intervention in 
Angola “damage to our broader rela­ 
tions will be unavoidable 
In a speech prepared for delivery 
today before the American Farm 
Bureau Federation in St. Louis, the 
President promised continued U.S. 
efforts “diplomatic and otherwise to 
stabilize the military situation in 
\ngola and promote a quick and 
peaceful settlement. 
But he rejected the idea of using 
grain sales to persuade Russia to dis­ 
engage in Angola.

R ecruiting and training of 
American mercenaries to fight in 
Angola has come to an abrupt halt in 
the United States, The Christian 
Science Monitor reported today. 
Quoting sources close to the

Intelligence Agency,

newspaper said the halt appeared to 
bo the result of an article it published 
last week that said ex-U.S. ser­ 
vicemen were being trained for mer­ 
cenary work in a CIA-sponsored 
operation at Ft Henning, tla 
Saudi Arabia is preparing to con­ 
tribute nearly $50 million to anti- 
Soviet forces in the Angolan civil 
war. Newsweek magazine reported 
The m agazine, which did not 
designate a source for tin' report, 
said the money would be used to buy 
weapons or logistical support for 
pro-Western forces.

7945 Locust St., the residence of 
Richard McCellan, 37; and 9677 
Blanchard St.. the residence of 
Jam es C. Colangek), 36 
FBI spokesman John Morrison 
stressed that while gambling para­ 
phernalia was seized at the locations

President Ford has said he will propose increased tax 
reductions in lus State of the Union message, and his chief 
of staff. Richard Cheney, repeated that promise Sunday. 
McFall appeared on ABC’s “ Issues and Answers,” and 
Cheney was interviewed on CBS’s “ Face the Nation 
McFall said he feels Congress should consider a larger 
tax cut. if needed, by at*»ut the middle of the year 
The current tax cut, approved in December, lasts lor 
only six months, and some action will have to be taken to 
extend it or taxes wiil jump back to 1974 levels when it ex­ 
pire» 
The compromise measure inc ludes reductions ol about 


$18 billion, on an annual basis, Irom 1974 levels Various 
experts have estimated this at a reduction ot $2 to $6 a 
week tor most workers from the taxes ttiey would have 
had to pay. 
Ford had asked for a cut of $28 billion, or $10 billion 
more than was approved Cheney said Ford will repeat 
his call for this increased reduction, to be coupled with a 
$395-billion federal spending ceiling 
McFall noted, however, that the congressional Joint 
Economic Committee has warned that such a ceiling 
would add to unemployment and slow econui.UC recovery 
The battle over spending limits raged between the 
White Roust* and the Congress in the fall.

State legislators return; 
budget is main concern 


SACRAMENTO ( AP> - One com­ 
mentator described it as the “ do 
everything legislature.” but state 
lawmakers faced a host of unsolved 
problems as they returned to work 
today. 
The most immediate problems 
concern money — how much to spend 
and how to raise it. 
Bv the end of the week. Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr is to present the 
1976-77 stJte budget, which must be 


signed into law by July 1 
The budget, a record like every 
year, figures to total $12.5 to $12 75 
billion. But Brown has promised 
once again to keep programs lean 
and avoid new taxes, and groups af­ 
fected by the austerity — notably 
state employes — can be expected to 
raise a stiff protest. 
The Democratic majority of both 
houses must also decide whether to 
override the Demoratic governor s 


The FB I reportedly also has admit­ 
ted encouraging warfare between 
rival black activist factions in I/>s 
Angeles and San Francisco during

James B. Adams, associate direc­

Women as a group have 
been initiated into the mys­ 
teries of power — its 
purchase and its exer­ 
c is e ,'’ says Kathleen 
Newland. who prepared 
the report on the status of 
women in global politics 
Women have made a 
start on a long climb.

Decades of struggle have 
brought near universal suf­ 
frage. but women are still 
nearly absent from posi­ 
tions where policy is ham­ 
mered out, where deci­ 
sions are made and where 
real power resides, ac­ 
cording to Ms Newland. 
who prefers the feminist 
designation. 
The report shows that 
where they have made 
progress, women tend to 
be more active in local 
politics than they are at the 
national level. 
In the United States, the 
1974 elections doubled the 
percentage of women in 
state legislatures from 4 to 
8 per cent. The result: In 
1975. 611 of 7.561 state 
legislators are women. The 
numbers of women in 
statewide offices such as 
secretary of state, treas­ 
urer and auditor rose by 
more than a third over the 
previous election year All 
told, more than half of the 
women running for state 
offices in the United States 
in 1974 won. 
On the national level, 
women headed the govern­ 
ments of only three nations 
at the end of 1975 — Argen­ 
tina, India and Sri Lanka, 
formerly Ceylon But the 
study says the political 
status of women in these 
countries improved much 
less than these individual 
successes seem to suggest. 
‘ Tellingly, each of the 
three women in the highest 
position initially derived at 
least part of her political 
legitimacy from her as­ 
sociations with a promi­ 
nent male politician, 
the 
report says. 
i »resident Isabel Peron 
of Argentina and Prime 
Minister Sirimavo Ban- 
daranaike of Sri Lanka 


both succeeded their hus­ 
bands in office, and Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi of 
India followed her father, 
the late Jawaharlal Nehru. 
Where women do hold 
cabinet or subcabinet 
posts, they are con­ 
centrated in 
“soft-issue” 
areas such as health, 
welfare and social ser­ 
vices 
Falling in this 
category in the United 
States, Ms Newland says, 
are Health. Education and 
Welfare Secretary Carla 
Hills and Francine Neff, 
the U.S. treasurer Where 
literacy is high for both 
sexes and where women 
are in the labor force in 
large numbers, they tend 
to fill the low paid, low 
status jobs in government, 
the report says 
It 
adds 
that 
the 
Scandinavians and East 
Europeans lead the way 
with rising numbers of 
women in legislative 
bodies 
Many one-partv systems, 
especially in Communist 
countries, strongly ad­ 
vocate political participa­ 
tion for women. 
“But on closer inspec­ 
tion. one often finds that as 
one moves closer to the 
epicenter of power, the 
proportion of women in­ 
volved 
decreases 
dramatically,” the report 
observes. 
For example, it says, 
neither the secretariat of 
the Soviet Communist par­ 
ty’s Politburo nor the 
standing committee of 
China’s Politburo has any 
women members. Madame 
Chiang Ching. chairman 
Mao Tse-tung’s wife, sits 
on the Pilitburo but not cm 
the standing committee 
“ The most serious 
barrier to women in 
politics continue« to be the 
persistence or the belief, 
held by both men and 
women, that politics and 
public affairs are by nature 
e x clu sive ly 
male 
domains,” the report says. 


But it says resistance to 
the idea of women in 
responsible positions 
shows some signs of 
crumbling In a 1975 Gallup 
poll in the United States 
for example. 73 per cent of 
the American voting public 
said they would vote for a 
qualified woman for presi­ 
dent In a similar survey in 
1931, less than a third said 
they would do so 


Ms Newland claims that 
a more receptive attitude 
toward women in politics 
‘‘may also contain ele­ 
ments of reaction against a 
blighted public image of 
male-dominated politics ” 
The 1975 Gallup survey 
reported that seven out of 
10 respondents thought the 
United States would be 
governed as well or better 
than it is now if more 


women held office, be­ 
cause women were ex­ 
pected to be more frugal, 
less corrupt and harder- 
working 
Nine countries are listed 
in the report as still 
withholding voting rights 
from women — nearly 80 
years after women’s suf­ 
frage was first introduced 
in New Zealand in 1893 
Except for tiny Lichtens­ 


tein they are all Orthod­ 
ox Moslem states—Bahr­ 
ain Kuwait, Oman, Qa­ 
tar, Saudi Arabia. The Uni­ 
ted Arab Emirates. Nor­ 
th Yemen and six northern 
Moslem states of Nigeria 
Where Moslem law is 
strictly interpreted, wom­ 
en are barred from public 
life 
The 
disenfranchised 
women of these countries 


comprise less than one-half 
of one per cent of the 
world's female population, 
according to the report 
In short, sexual dis 
crimination is taking its 
place alongside racial and 
religious discrimination as 
a social taboo, one whose 
eradication is required by 
progress toward a more 
civilized society.

Low income 
families 
get break 
in housing 
in Vermont 
NEWPORT. Vt (AP) - 
A group of northern Ver­ 
monters is building inex­ 
pensive homes for low- 
income families and learn­ 
ing a trade at the same 
time 
Stan d ing tim b er is 
turned into finished houses 
by the logging, sawmill and 
carpentry businesses run 
by the Orleans County 
Council of Social Agencies. 
“ We have a lot of 
chronically 
unemployed 
people here, very few 
natural resources and a 
serious housing shortage,“ 
said Thomas Hahn, council 
executive director. "But 
one thing we do have is a 
lot of lumber.’’ 
The council owns its own 
logging equipment and 
leases two saw mills for its 
operation here in the area 
known as V e rm o n t’s 
Northeast Kingdom. Most 
of the labor comes from 
unskilled workers who are 
paid with federal man­ 
power training money. 
“ They don t make much 
money — usually $2.10 an 
»our — but they’re being 
»rained so their skills are 
more marketable." says 
council spokesman Je ff 
H all. “ And that’s why 
; we re able to sell our 
houses so cheaply ’’ 
The three bedroom, 
f ranoh-style homes made 
\ by the council are priced at 
I about $18.000 and are sold 
| only to families whose an- 
| nual income is under 
I $7.500 Hall said The re- 
I tail value of the building is 
about $20.000. he said 
“ We just completed four 
I or five homes in Newport. 
As soon as the holes were 
dug. the houses were 
sold.“ he said. 
The homes come com 
p le te iy 
fu rnished 
— 
? carpeted and with all stan­ 
dard appliances. 
“ They're for people who 
otherwise might be in a 
substandard apartment 
building." Hall said. “ The 
family would pay just as 
much for rent and at the 
same time not be making 
an investment toward their 
I 
future 
We re trying to 
change that. “ 
The council's roughly 40 
logging 
and 
building 
workers usually leave 
within a year to take better 
jobs with a private logging 
company or contractor. 
The project began in 1971. 
"But with the current 
job market the way it is we 
haven't been able to turn 
them over once a year 
lately,” Hall said. 
Public reaction to the 
three-county project is 
mixed, said Hahn 
"The people who buy our 
houses could not afford one 
on the private market, so 
we re not taking business 
away from contractors,' 
he said "And the private 
builders know where they 
can always get a good 
worker — from us. 
Financing, 
appliances 
and furnishings for the 
homes come from local 
bankers and merchants, 
giving the area’s economy 
a boost, he said. 
Still. Hahn said there is 
resentm ent, p rim arily 
from persons whose in­ 
comes are just above the 
eligibility limit. 
• Why does that guy 
deserve a house when we 
can’t aiiord one is their 
reaction.” said Hahn

About 3 am . police were called 
back to the bowling alley on a report 
that a man had been shot in the park­ 
ing lot. When police arrived they 


learned that the victim of the 
shooting had been rushed to the 
hospital by his wife and several 
friends Mathews early Sunday was 
admitted to the Upland hospital in 
poor condition. 
Mathews and several other witnes­ 
ses told police that he was standing 
near tin* pin ball machines when 
several men confronted him and an 
argument ensued.

Smoke, heat 
detectors 
recommended 


Valley fire departments recommend that homeowners 
this year install smoke or heat detectors in their homes, 
and to shop around for the best buys on the small life- 
saving devices. 
Currently, most communities using the Uniform 
Building Code (UCBi require that all new homes be 
equipped with heat or smoke detectors in all hallways. 
However, most homeowners do not have the devices in 
their homes because the homes were built before the 
codes came into effect. 
“There is no doubt about it,’ said Ontario fire inspector 
Mikel Park. ‘ The small devices have already saved 
countless lives But many more lives could be saved if 
everyone installed the devices in their homes 
Though recommending the smoke devices. Park said 
homeowners should shop around for the best buys. He 
said the heat detectors normally sell from $40 to $50 each 
and can be found in most hardware and department 
stores He said they are easy to install and nearly all the 
devices work exceptionally well He said the department 
cannot recommend any specific heat detector for the 
home 
He cautioned that many of the devices are being sold to 
homeowners at extremely high prices. He said there are 
three categories of detectors, the heat detector, the 
smoke detector and an ionization detector. The later two 
devices are slightly more expensive with prices starting 
about $45. 
For further information residents may call their local 
fire departments.

The computer, which is about the size and weight of an 
office typewriter, will be used for students m mineralogy 
classes by Geology Department faculty for research and 
lor at counting operations in the department, according to 
Donald B McIntyre, chairman of the Geology Depart 
ment 
Funds for the $17.000 computer and accessory equip 
ment came from the Seaver Institute which was endowed 
by the late Frank Roger Seaver, a Pomona alumnus and 
trustee, and his widow, Blanche Ebert Seaver. 
Auxiliary dequipment for the IBM 5100 includes a 1 \ 
screen display unit, which will be used for classroom in­ 
struction. a bidirectional printer for permanent records, 
and an adapter which enables the operator to connect by 
telephone with any IBM computer in the world thus let­ 
ting the 5100 become a terminal to a larger processor 
TIs* com puter which fits into a carrying case the size of 
a small suitcase resembles a typewriter in appearawv It 
has a four-row keyboard on the left side and a 10-key 
calculator pad on the right side 
Programs and data are stored on data cartridges of 
one quarter inch magnetic tape Each cartridge stores up 
to 200,000 characters and the computer can read up to 
2.850 characters per second

A new kind of enterprise is flourishing in 
Washington — thanks to the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Act, which has pried open the files of federal 
agencies; thanks more to the evergrowing volume 
of facts, data and documents churned out by the 
government, and probably thanks most of all to the 
pervasive presence of the federal bureaucracy in 
every aspect of our lives. 
The enterprise is document retrieval, a field in 
which som e half-dozen firm s have sprung up in re­ 
cent years with names like Disclosure, Inc., 
Federal Filing Service, F ast Federal Services, 
Washington R esearch ers, Washington Service 
Bureau and FACS (F ast, Accurate, Confidential 
Service), Inc. 
— A large corporation, for instance, wants to 
know how the Federal Trade Commission might 
react to an action it is contemplating. 
— A widow with a claim with the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration needs her husband's Army serial 
number. 
— A businessman wants to set up a profit-sharing 
plan and needs details from the Labor Department. 
— A consumers group wants to find out how a cer­ 
tain product fared in a Consumer Products Safety 
Commission test. 
The answers to these and thousands of other ques­ 
tions from corporate executives, lawyers, financial 
institutions and private individuals are available in 
the bulging files of this or that government agency. 
But who knows where to look or has the time or 
resources to go to Washington to get the infor­ 
mation? 
That's where the “ document detectives’’ come

Nonscents 
make sense 


Consum ers should brace them selves for a 
barrage of advertising in 1976 for room air 
fresheners. This time, however, the hucksters will 
have something to be enthusiastic about. 
Several different brands are being readied for the 
market containing newly discovered chemicals that 
actually remove bad odors rather than just masking 
them, reports Chemical & Engineering News, 
published by the American Chemical Society 
Present deodorizers overpower unpleasant odors, 
usually with strong perfumes. But tiny amounts of 
the new “ malodor counteractants’ almost instan­ 
taneously remove any unwanted odor and leave a 
fresh-air smell. The counteractants were dis­ 
covered serendipitously during routine screening 
for possible new fragrances and are said to have 
been thoroughly tested, both for effectiveness and 
safety. 
But ever mindful of Murphy’s Law. which in this 
case could be stated, “ If any new product can pos­ 
sibly be suspected of being hazardous to somebody 
or something, it will be,” we reserve our own 
enthusiasm 


WASHINGTON - The United 
S tates has pumped so much 
emergency military equipment into 
Vietnam and Israel that its own 
arsenals are dangerously depleted 
This is the conclusion of a secret 
audit, which claims the arms exports 
“ adversely affected overall U.S. 
readiness.” The explosive audit, con­ 
ducted by the General Accounting 
Office (GAO), charges that military 
supplies were borrowed from active 
U.S. units to meet the needs of our 
allies. 
Some critical items were rushed to 
Vietnam and Israel in spite of “ ex­ 
isting shortages” within America's 
own armed forces. These crucial 
weapons allegedly were removed 
from U.S. bases, including strategic 
“ prepositioned" stocks in Europe. 
“ Actions are currently underway 
to try to alleviate many of these 
shortages,” states the audit, which 
was concluded last month. But it 
adds grimly that “ for such items as 
lanks. production capability is 
limited . . 
Thus, inventories for 
several important items will remain 
depleted for a long time ” 
During the 1972-74 period, declares 
the document, “ the United States 
programmed . . . about $8.5 billion 
to support South Vietnam and Israel 
with m ilitary su p p lies and 
equipment ” 
On three occasions, arms were 
poured into V ietnam on an 
emergency basis. This occurred in 
August, 1071, and again in June. 1972 
Then, “ as negotiations for a cease­ 
fire in Southeast Asia progressed, it 
was anticipated that the agreement 
might call for a moratorium on 
military equipment entering Viet­ 
nam A special project was under­ 
taken in October. 1972. to identify 
and expedite delivery of all the 
equipment the United States wanted 
to get in-country before such a 
deadline could be established ” 
Most of these supplies were aban­ 
doned a few months later by the 
retreating South Vietnam ese 
Indeed, the loss of U.S. equipment 
on overseas battlefields has been 
staggering 
During the latest Arab-Israel con­ 


flict in October, 1973, for example, 
“ equipment and supplies on both 
sides were consumed at astonishing­ 
ly high rates. The Israeli inventories 
were reduced to such dangerous 
levels that Israel requested im­ 
mediate assistance from the United 
States.” 
The Defense Department, caught 
without a contingency plan, asked 
the Israelis to document their needs. 
But they refused 
to provide some 
such information,” the study alleges. 
Therefore. “ U.S. authorities had no 
b asis on which to judge the 
criticality of items and amounts 
thereof requested by the Israelis. 
Defense officials, nevertheless, 
filled most of Israel’s requests on 
blind faith, although this meant 
stripping certain U.S. units. Here are 
other highlights from the secret GAO 
report: 
— “ The two principal types of 
tracked vehicles furnished to Viet­ 
nam and Israel in large quantities 
were tanks and APCs (armored per­ 
sonnel carriers». As of June 30,1974, 
the Army had a shortage of 4.943 
tanks and 1.822 APCs." This reduced 
the inventory of tanks, for example, 
50 per cent below the minimum 
Army requirements. 
— The Army keeps equipment in 
Europe for U.S.-based troops, who 
would be airlifted across the Atlantic 
in case of an emergency. “To res­ 
pond to Israel’s requirements.” 
states the study, “ the Army 
withdrew 388 M-80 series tanks from 
this stock as well as 500 APCs. ’ This 
cut deeply into the stockpile that is 
supposed to be held in Europe for 
U.S. use 
— Because of the shipments to 
Vietnam and Israel, according to the 
study, “ the total requirements for 
APCs will not be satisfied until about 
1980 " 
— Tactical radio components were 
furnished to Israel during the Middle 
East war The government auditors 
claim this “ had the effect of further 
aggravating a critical shortage 
which had existed for several 
years ” 
— The Air Force also depleted its 
“on-hand, available stocks” to supp­ 


ly Israel, thus leaving itself “ far 
short of the computed war reserve 
requirements in several instances.” 
- The Tactical Air Command, for 
example, “ was required to withdraw 
34 F-4E aircraft from its active 
squadrons and to furnish them to 
Israel, thus increasing TAC's 
worldwide shortage to 116 F-4 air­ 
craft.” 
~ During the 1973 Middle East 
war. 400 Maverick air-to-ground mis­ 
siles “ were withdrawn from stock 
and sent to Israel.” This amounted to 
“ 50 per cent of the missiles on 
hand.” charges the report. 
— Another air-to-ground missile, the 
Shrike, is used chiefly to knock out 
the radar systems of anit-aircraft 
missiles. “ In October. 1973,” reports 
the GAO, “ Israel requested slightly 
more than 1,000 Shrike missiles. 
Although only 300 Shrikes were 
delivered to Israel, at the time the 
Air Force had only 22 per cent of its 
requirements." 
- The U.S. has stopped producing 
Sparrow intercept missiles, which 
are used to blast enemy planes out of 
the sky. Although the U.S. had none 
to spare, the Israelis requested 180 
and received 80 Sparrow missiles 
during the October.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) — Was 
Martin Luther King Jr. a Com­ 
munist? Various well-meaning law 
enforcement officers and millions of 
others concerned with the security of 
the nation believe the answer is at 
the core of the ongoing investigations 
into the extraordinary federal in­ 
terference with the late leader’s civil 
rights 
If he was, they say, in­ 
terference was justified; if he 
wasn't, it wasn't. 
And if this thinking has validity, 
that is. if it is true that complex 
questions can be reduced with 
simplistic answers, it does not in all 
honesty look good for Dr. King. 
Though there is little save low 
suspicion to suggest that he personal­ 
ly subscribed to a Marxist doctrine 
at odds with the welfare of America, 
it is quite true that he was 
acquainted with, perhaps even sur­ 
rounded by, men whose histories and 
predilections were not altogether 
one with capitalism. 
This docs not necessarily mean 
King was an associate of Com­ 
m u n ists who ad v o cated the 
overthrow of the United States 
Rather, it means he had friends and 
co-workers whose names were 
recorded on numerous lists as having 
espoused a Communist thought, or 
belonged to groups of which some of 
the members were Communists, or, 
as in a couple of cases, conducted 
their private lives in such a way as to 
raise questions as to their politics. 
These name lists, as the argument 
has it. were reason enough for a 


large number of high ranking 
government authorities to allow the 
policing of Dr. King’s activities 
The record is undeniably damaging 
concerning at least one of the 
suspected King associates, a one­ 
time New Orleans waiter named 
Hunter Fitts O’Dell. He, a close King 
confidant in the 1950s, was identified 
then in special Senate hearings as a 
district organizer of the Communist 
party in Louisiana. The hearings 
revealed that information pertaining 
to “ a smoothly coordinated 
Com­ 
munist underground was found by 
police in an abandoned O’Dell apart­ 
ment 
When asked about O'Dell, 
King said in 1963 that he may have 
had some (Communist) connections 
in the past ” Eventually, O'Dell was 
dropped from King’s payroll 
The records of other suspicioned 
King associates are not so obvious, 
not enough for their names to he in­ 
cluded here fairly Yet allegations 
against them have the cumulative ef­ 
fect of at least casting doubts on Dr 
King s wisdom in selecting his com­ 
pany 
According to the now im­ 
pounded files of the disbanded House 
Internal Security Committee, one 
top field secretary for King’s 
Southern Christian 
Leadership 
Conferenc'c was an “ enthusiastic” 
member of a Communist operational

over metric system 


Now that the metric system is the law in our 
country, what do I have to learn? 
I take medicine measured in milligrams. 1 know 
that some people on diets talk about grams instead 
of calories. 
Of course I have heard of liters but I'm not sure 
what a liter is. 
What’s a Celsius? — R.M., Claremont. 


To begin with your last question. Celsius is a 
system of measuring temperatures in degrees. You 
may remember having been introduced to this 
system during your elementary school years under 
the name Centigrade, along with the familiar 
Fahrenheit system. 
To give you an idea of Celsius measurements, 
freezing is zero degrees, 30 degrees C is quite hot 
(86 degrees F), normal body temperature is 37 
degrees C, and the boiling point of water is 100 
degrees C. 
The U.S. Department of Commerce plans to con­ 
vert us to the new system gradually and gently, at 
the same time trying to convince us that it will be 
an easy adjustment once we get accustomed to the 
idea. 
___ 
Every industrial nation in the world except ours 
uses the metric system. That makes us a nation of 
nonconformists. 
It may help you to know that the metric system is 
a decimal system. Therefore no change will be 
made in money designations. 
A liter is a volume measurement equal to 1.06 
quarts. 
A kilogram is 1,000 grams and equals 2.2 pounds. 
Sports fans already are in the habit of using the 
meter system during the track season. A meter is 
39.37 inches. 
Measurement of time will remain the same, so all 
you will have to worry about is weight, length, 
volume and temperature. 
You can relieve some of your anxiety by spending 
80 cents on an illustrated booklet published by the 
National Bureau of Standards and obtainable by 
writing to the Superintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 
20402. The stock number is 0303-01191.

A major part of the difference de­ 
pends on how much of the sun rays 
get through the* atmosphere and act 
on the* skin In the northern climates 
children are more prone to rickets 
from lack of sunshine, and vitamin p 
replacements are more important. 


The big cities with air pollution are

At the beginning of the* 
20th century 90 per cent of the 
children in northern European cities 
had r ic k e ts from v ita m in D 
deficiency 


Normally it the face and hands 
were fully exposed to the* rays of the 
sun there should be plenty of vitamin 
D formed but if there is not enough 
abundant sunshine in the first place, 
then the more skin area available to 
the limited supply of ultra violet rays 
the more likely you will be to form 
enough vitamin D. 


Incidentally excessive exposure of 
the skin to the sun and wind ages it. 
causing premature wrinkling and a 


higher rate of skin cancer A more 
generous exposure of large areas to 
less intense sun rays will qrovide 
vitamin D without such a great 
likelihood of developing skin abnor­ 
malities.

On April 17, 1926, 
a biplane took off 
from Los Angeles. It was headed for 
Las Vegas and Salt Lake City.

Workshops stress assertiveness 
Educators telling students: 
bashful no longer beautiful 


A town crier still lives in Switzerland 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
She is a bright and pretty 
college freshman who got 
A s in all her high school 
classes, but never quite 
learned how to commu­ 
nicate in a positive way 
with others 
He 
is 
a 
shy 
and 
withdrawn senior who 
would like to know her bet­ 
ter, but when he sees her 
on campus, he generally 
s t a r e s down at the 
sidewalk, mumbles “hi" 
under his breath and quick­ 
ly walks past. 
These are fairly typical 
examples of nonassertive 
behavior or shyness It's a 
trait that is being ex­ 
amined more now partly 
because of the women’s 
liberation m ovem ent, 
pyschologists say. 
“ In the past, women 
were taught it was ap­ 
propriate for them to be 
nonassertive. but now the 
world is changing, and both 
men and women realize 
it’s more important to ex­ 
press their feelings and to 
be honest.” says Dr. John 
Nicks, chairman ot the 
social sciences division at 
P e p p e r d in e 
C o lle g e - 
Malibu. 
Because bashful is no 
longer beautiiul. many 
colleges are now offering 
“ a sse r tiv e n e ss work­ 
shops" to help students 
overcome shvness and to 
show them how to express 
directly and comfortably 
what they want. They are 
taught they can be assert­ 
ive. even aggressive, with 


out being abrasive. 
“Children are told they 
should be seen and not 
heard, and as they grow 
up. it's sometimes hard for 
them to learn how to in­ 
teract with others in a 
positive wav." said Dr 
William 
Skilbeck. 
a 
clinical psychologist at 
UCLA, where assertion 
training began three years 
ago. “The women’s move­ 
ment has raised a lot of 
consciousnesses. Both men 
and women are learning 
that they don’t have wily 
one choice, they don't have 
to be nonassertive to be 
liked.“ 
He says about 60 per cent 
of the students registered 
in the UCLA workshops are 
women, but most other 
sMiools say they have an 
equal number of both 
sexes In the training, stu- 
d e n t s 
are 
ta u g h t 
t e c h n i q u e s 
of 
c o n ­ 
versation, including how to 
avofd awkward pauses, 
how to say no instead of 
being a doormat, how to 
deal with criticism, how to 
criticize without offending, 
how to cope with anger and 
how to relate to the op­ 
po site sex 
At so m e 
schools, videotapes are 
used to show shy students 
that their posture, voice 
tones, facial expressions 
and gestures are important 
in the way they come 
across to others. 
Loyola-Marymount Coll 
ege began an assertion train­ 
ing workshop this year, 
“although we actually began 


it last vear as part of our 
women's group." Dr Lyda 
Girton. assistant director of 
the 
school's counseling 
tenter, said “This is part of 
a changing trend toward 
preventive psychological 
medicine In the past, many 
counseling centers were 
oriented toward a medical 
model. 
People would 
generally come in only when 
they were really sick or go­ 
ing through a crisis 
“Now. we’re going to- 
, ward a more developmen­ 
tal growth model, trying to 
teach people skills, like 
coping skills, socialization 
skills to prevent a crisis. 
It's easier to reach stu­ 
dents with tthis approach 
It's not as threatening be­ 
cause the problems are not 
of a crisis nature” 
Dorothy Smith, staff psy­ 
chologist at the Claremont 
Colleges counseling center 
where assertion training 
began this year, said:

Rams are not so ‘super' after all

LOS ANGELES — The Rams will have to wait at least 
one more year for that first trip to the Super Bowl. 
Too many defensive mistakes and too little offense 
spelled disaster for Angeleno hopes Sunday As most of 
the 84.438 looked on in stunned disbelief, the free wheeling 
visitors from Texas humiliated the Rams, 37-7 
As a result, it will be the Dallas Cowboys and defending 
champion Pittsburgh Steelers in the Super Bowl January 
18 


The 6.555 no shows had the right idea The rams never 
were in the game. 
Perhaps the biggest blunder of all was made by coach 
Chuck Knox himself last Tuesday. That was when he an­ 
nounced that Jam es Harris would return to the quarter- 
backing job so ably held by Ron Jaworski the last two 
weeks 
Harris threw two passes, completed none and had the 
first intercepted to set op a Dallas Touchdown He then 
retired to the sidelines for the rest of the game 
“ H arris’s arm tightened up after the first couple of 
series.” Knox said i t seemed to be okay in the pre-game 
warmup But our quarterback situation had nothing to do 
with the way we played today 
Knox saw things differently than most of the rest of 
those present. 
The fact is Harris looked AWFUL in the pre-game drills 
and reports circulated through the pressbox that he 
hadn’t looked good in practice. He definitely had 
NOTHING on the ball in the game Whatever, the Rams 
did not seem to be “up” emotionally. How much that had 
to do with the QB switch can only be speculated upon 
Knox was obviously trying to play it safe with the more 
experienced signal caller. 
He also thought 37-vear-old Charlie Cowan with his 15 
years of experience would help. But Cowan simply could 
not handle defensive end Harvey Martin of the Cowboys 


Cowboys rout L.A., 37-7 


The 6-5. 2WVpound Ma*tin was in the Rams back field all 
afternoon. He had two of the five quarterback sacks 
registered by the Texans 
Cowan finally became so exasperated; he not only held 
Martin, as announced bv referee Tommy Bell, he 
“ taekled him ” "That's the first taekle they’ve made all 
afternoon.” sniffed a disgruntled Ram follower in the 
press box 
But the penalty nullified a 17-vard pass reception by 
Willie McGee 
Dallas so dominated the game that it had the ball tor 
over 39 of the 60 minutes playing time < 39 23 to be exact i 
The Cowboys had the ball 8:06 in the first quarter. 9 47 
in the second. 8:30 in the third and 13 of the 15 minutes in 
the fourth quarter! 
The Rams' longest possession was 2:37 in the second 
quarter The next longest was 2:25 in the third All other 
possessions were UNDER two minutes. 
The Rams made only three first downs in the first half, 
nine in the game Seven were by passing, one by penalty, 
and one was bv rushing and that when John Cappelletti 
s(>ored their only touchdown (touchdowns are counted as 
first downs) 
The proud Ram defense, which had allowed an average 
of only 9 6 points a game in 14 regular season contests, 
gave up nearlv four times that many. 
Dallas held the Angelenos scoreless for 45 minutes. 57 
seconds When the Rams did score, the key play in a 65- 
vard drive was a 34-vard penalty (pass interference) 
against the Cowboys Otherwise it might have been 37-0 
when it ended 
Meanwhile Tom Landry of the Cowboys and his river- 
boat gambler of a quarterback. Roger Staubach, did 
everything BUT play it close to the vest 
In first down situations. Staubach passed long and 
short, sent I*reston Pearson and Robert Newhouse runn­ 


ing around right end and left end (the Rams always run 
into the center of the line), ran right and left himself, had 
his tight end run a reverse and generally drove the Rams 
craxv. 
He operated from the T. the I and the shotgun 
Among the screen, swing, shovel and long passes 
Staubach throw were 16 of 26 that were completed for 220 
Vards and four touchdowns 
Seven were caught by Preston Pearson for 123 yards 
and three touchdowns, one a miraculous, diving, fingertip 
catch in the right side of the end zone 
Between Dallas drives, the Rams would get the ball for 
three plavs and then have to punt 
The Cowbovs completely stopped the Rams running 
game Dallas defenders held the Angelenos to a net of 22 
yards rushing 
l^iwrence McCutcheon. who gained 202 yards against 
St lawis last week, carried the ball 11 times and netted 
just 10 yards 
Other than Jaworski. only three other backs handled the 
ball Cappelletti.

Tom Dempsey did not kick well all day. The bulky 
hooter had one field goal attempt blocked and missed 
another (from 41 vards out)

That miss, incidentally, came after Knox wouldn t go 
lor a first down in the fourth-and-one situation at the Cow 
bvs 24 


Staubach then drove the visitors 76 yards in nine plays 
• taking nearlv seven minutes). He passed to (¿olden 
Richards, wide open in the end zone for the TD 
Jaworski completed 11 of 22 passes for 147 yards and 
was intercepted twice His receivers dropped key passes 
early With the Rafn defense looking confused and dis­ 
organized. Jaworski was reduced to playing catchup all 
afternoon. 
“ I always seemed to be in the shadow of the goalposts 
when 1 got the hall.” said Jaworski. “ I still can’t believe 
it They're a good defensive club, but 1 thought we could

A ctor shifts sights 
toward energy issue 


H A R T F O R D , Conn. 
(AP) — Shifting his sights 
from shootem-ups to 
break-em-downs, 
actor 
John Wayne is trying to in­ 
terest Connecticut in a 
process for turning gar­ 
bage into oil and methane 
gas 
W ayn e 
says 
the 
“ pyrohvdrogenation” Pro­ 
cess backed by his 
Duke Engineering Co. of 
Irvine, Calif., could turn 
the state's annual load of 
three million tons of gar­ 
bage into 7.1 
m illion 
barrels of oil and 12 billion 
cubic feet of gas 
The United States uses 
about 16 million barrels of 
oil a day. If Wayne s 
process worked as out­ 
lined. it would provide 
about 19,450 barrels of oil a 
day. a significant amount 
of oil but hardly a dent 
what's needed in the nation 
or even Connecticut. 
Nonetheless, 
19,000 
barrels a day is better than 
many individual oil wells 
produce in this country. 
The key to success of a 
project such as Wayne's 
would be the cost-per- 
barrel. If the process can 
come close to the price- 
p er- b arrel 
of 
c o n ­ 
ventionally produced oil, 
then 
it 
could 
be 
econom ically 
viable. 
Otherwise he might be 
producing oil that costs 
more to produce than it is 
worth in the marketplace. 
Many energy experts say 
such synthetic energy 
systems are too expensive 
to be practical at this time 


Wayne and his engineering 
company disagree. 
Wayne’s process in­ 
volves the breaking down 
of garbage into basic 
chemical components and 
‘ cracking’’ (a heating 
process used in conven­ 
tional refineries) them to 
produce oil 
Charles Stroh, chairman 
of 
the 
C o n n e cticu t 
Resources 
R e c o v e ry 
Authority, says he re­ 
ceived a brief proposal 
from Wayne’s firm. He 
says he wants to know 
more about what financial 
guarantees the firm has 
before spending a lot of 
time on the proposal 
Stroh says the company 
is interested in putting up 
the money needed for con­ 
struction and implementa­ 
tion of a facility in Connec­ 
ticut where the process 
would be carried out 
Another alternative is 
for the recovery authority, 
a quasigovemment agency 
supervising the state s 
reso u rce 
r e c o v e r y 
program, to sell bonds for 
the project that would be 
guaranteed by Wayne and 
his associates, he says. 
Wayne says his system 
will give Connecticut “ a 
reliable source of energy, 
solve a severe environmen­ 
tal problem and provide a 
profit to boot." 
The process, which is 
also being experimented 
with by major American 
petroleum producers, in­ 
volves treating solid waste 
in a special reaction 
chamber in the absence of 


oxygen and using hydrogen 
as a catalyst. 
“ They all seem to work 
on small scale models." 
says Stroh, “ but no one 
knows for sure whether 
they’ll work on a large 
scale." 
But Wayne is insistent 
about the worth of his ver- 
sion of the process, 


“ We put trash in at the 
front end and out the back 
end comes the oil. the 
methane, the propane and 
char residue which can be 
used as a fuel or made into 
high quality briquettes," 
the actor said in a recent 
interview 
“ Our system 
uses no water, operates its 
own energy. There’s no 
pretreatment, no auxiliary 
plants and the closed 
system is free of all pollu­ 
tion. There’s nothing to get 
the Frieftds of the Earth or 
the Sierra Club upset 
about "
